All scripture is given by in- 


spiration of God, and is profitable for doctrine, for reproof, 
for correction, for instruction. in righteousness: that the man 
of God may be perfect, throughly furnished unto all good 


works.”—II Tim. 3:15-17. 


Somebody has said, “The Bible 
was not written to show us how 
the heavens go, but how to go to 
heaven.” But I want to say that 
if the Bible is not true as to how 
the heavens go, then it might not 
be true-as to how to go to heaven. 
If it is the true way to heaven, 
it must be true to all heavenly 
truth. 

There are several things to 
which I call your attention, that 
I believe are suggested by this 
Scripture. First, we have here a 
proclamation of their divine ori- 
gin. Second, we have suggested 
here how the Scriptures were 
produced. A third thing that we 
propose to show in this discussion 


is the permanence of the Scrip- | 


ture. A fourth thing indicated is 
the promotion of the Scripture. 
In the fifth place that is set forth 
here is the power of Scripture. 
And finally, the profit of studying 
the Scripture. We have here the 
plain unequivocal proclamation 
of divine origin of Scripture: “All 
scripture is given by inspiration 
of God.” A careful study of the 
Old Testament reveals that 680 
times in the Pentateuch those 
writings are designated as the 
word or words of God. 418 times 
in the historical books of the Old" 
Testament this same _ claim is 
made. 196 times in the Psalms it 
is claimed that they are the word 
or words of God. 1,306 times in 
the prophetic books, the prophets 
claimed to speak the word or 
words of God. Thus in the Old 
Testament we have the claim 
made over 2,600. times that it is 
the word or words of God. 


Jesus Upheld This Claim 


When JesuS was here on earth 
He upheld this claim of the Old 
Testament, never once question- 
ing it but on different occasions 
affirming it. For example, in 
Matthew 22:31, 32, in His discus- 
sion with the Sadducees, Jesus 
declared, 

“But as touching the resurrec- 
tion of the dead, have ye not read 
that which was spoken unto you 
by God, saying, I am the God of 
Abraham, and the God of Isaac, 
and the God of Jacob? God is not 
the God of the dead, but of the 
living.” 

“That which was spoken unto 
you by God’”’—not by Moses, not 
by man, but “that which was 
spoken unto you by God.” Here 
Jesus unequivocally laid His en- 
dorsement and approval upon 
the claim of the Old Testament, 
that it was spoken by God. 


Take another example. In Mat- 
thew 5:18 Jesus declared, “Till 
heaven and earth pass, one jot 
or one tittle shall in no wise pass 
from the law, till all be fulfilled.” 
The jot or tittle was the small 
iota subscript that gave certain 
inflections and meanings to 
words. It was the smallest char- 


was about like the comma in the 
English language. And here Je- 
sus specifically declared that not 
one of those would pass away un- 
til all were fulfilled, This is not 
only .verbal inspiration; this is 
letter inspiration, carrying it to

In a tent campaign in New York I was alone one day in the tent 


reading and praying when I came across Matthew. 7:13, 14. I had read 


these verSes time and time again, but it seemed they never before 


struck me with such tremendous force. 


“Enter ye in at the strait gate; 
for wide is the gate, and broad is 
the way, that leadeth to destruc- 
tion, and many there be which go 
in thereat: Because strait is the 
gate, and narrow is the way, which 
leadeth unto life, and few there be 
that find it.” I had never before 
noticed that these verses plainly 
teach that many, many more peo- 
ple are unsaved than are saved, 
that many more people go to Hell 
than go to Heaven! I was startled. 
And yet as I began to think about 
it I realized that anyone with com- 
mon sense would know this to be 
true, even if the Bible had not said 
so. Anyone knows that even here 
in America, a so-called Christian 
nation, there are many more peo- 
ple who are unsaved than there 
are Christians. More people go to 
the movies than to church services. 
More people stay home and listea 
to the radio than go to church 


services. More people are uncon- |

When he is urged to accept Christ 
now, he replies that he is “not 
ready yet” but will be saved “be- 
fore it is too late.” And yet the 
Bible, history, and common sense 
teach us that in all things, neglect 
is the surest road to failure! 


Neglected Opportunities Lead 


—_— 


to Failure 
I will never forget taking Span- 
ish the first year I was in high 


school. In Texas, high school stu- 
dents have their choice of Spanish 
or Latin (Brother, that ain’t no 
and I chose Spanish. The 
first year I passed it just by the 


“skin of my teeth.” During the 
summer. vacation, I thought a 
great deal about my school work. 
After all, if Ccolie Brown and 


Buzzard Renshaw and Cody San- 
difer and R. T. Rigger and the 


other fellows could make good 
grades, so could I. And I not only 
could,- I would! Yes, sir, when 


school began, I was going to sail 
into my studies and lead my class- 
es! Spanish was easy for me, and 
all it would take would be some 
study, and I was going to have 
those lessons right on the line! And 
so I planned all during the sum- 
mer vacation. And I was honest 
about it. I really intended getting 
to work and leading my classes as 
I had in the grade school. And 
when school did begin again, I 
went the first day fully determined 
to carry out my resolution. 

But the first day we were just 
assigned to classes. The second 
day we received our books and 
had our lessons assigned, and our 
Spanish teacher told us we must 
turn in a theme written in Spanish 
at the close of the term, four and 
a half months away. But after all, 
the weather is still warm, the wa- 
ter is just right for swimming, and 
a fellow really ought to take ad- 
vantage of the weather and go 
swimming before it is too chilly. 
And school is just beginning, so 
there is nothing to get excited 
about! So we went swimming for 
several weeks during this nice, 
warm weather. Of course I got 
behind in my Spanish, but I com- 
forted myself by saying that I 
would get busy right away on my 
term theme, and I had nothing to 
worry about. 

But when the water was too

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chilly for swimming, the fishing 
was great! More than that, all the 
fellows were training for various 
athletic evenis; football and track. 
There was simply so much to do, 
I didn’t have time to catch up on 
my Spanish, but comforted myself 
by saying that these activities 
would end Thanksgiving, then I 
would surely write my term theme, 
and everything would come out all 
right. 

But after Thanksgiving it was 
hunting and trapping season, and 
Montgomery Ward was giving high 
prices for "possum hides! And a 
fellow simply had to have money 
to buy his girl a Christmas pres- 
ent, or someone else would beat 
his “tame.” So we spent the nights 
with old Ring, our hunting dog, 
down om the creek making the 
*possums, skunks, and coons scarce. 

The upshot of the whole matter 
was that when the school term 
came to a close, I hadn’t even writ- 
ten the name of my term theme! 
As a result, I had three years of 
Spanish, although it was just a 
two-year course! It was not that 
I did not have the ability, for 
actually Spanish is very easy for 
me. And it was not that I did not 
have the time, for I had all the 
time in the world. Nor did I fail 
because of bad intentions, for I 
wanted to be with my friends and 
intended to pass the course. I fail- 
ed for only one reason—I neglect- 
ed the opportunities I had; I “put 
off” the necessary preparation un- 
til it was too late. 

Good neighbors, most of us 
dream of preparing ourselves for 
great achievements. We think of 
the person we would like to be- 
come; of the things we would like 
to do. And yet, very few of us 
ever realize our desires and our 
ambitions. Why do we fail? It 
is simply because we do not take 
advantage of the opportunities we 
have of preparing ourselves to do 
great things. Preachers intend to 
memorize Scripture, to become 
mighty in prayer, to become pow- 
erful personal workers — “some- 
time.” Lawyers plan to diligently 
study law books and prepare 
themselves for great accomplish- 
ments—“sometime.” We are al- 
ways going to begin in the future 
—“sometime.” But the sad truth 
is. “the road of by-and-by leads 
to the house of never.” Or, as we 
say in Texas, “the road to Hell is 
paved with good intentions.” 

Unsaved friend, why are you 
unsaved? It isn’t because you Can- | 
not be saved, for the Bible makes 
it clear that “God is not willing 
that any should perish, but that all 
should come to repentance.” God 
does not. want you to be lost. He 
has prepared a way of salvation 
for you. So why are you unsaved? 
It isn’t because you intend to go to 
Hell, for I am sure you do not. 
Beyond the shadow of a doubt, 
you plan to be saved “sometime.” 
And that is exactly the reason why 
you will likely go to Hell! 

The best way in this world to 
make sure of going to Hell is to 
put off your salvation until tomor- 
row or next Sunday or the next 
revival campaign! To be sure of 
ever being saved, you must turn 
to Christ today. 


Neglect of Convictions Leads 
to Ruin 

If, as you read this, there is a 
tug at your heart, if you agree 
with what you are reading and 
there is a desire in your heart for 
the forgiveness of sins, thank God 
for it and be saved without delay. 
Turn to Christ right now while 
God’s Spirit is speaking to your 
heart. It is a serious mistake to 
feel that there is yet plenty of time 
and that you may “feel more like 
it” some other time. The fact is, 
the longer you are unsaved, the 
harder your heart will become and 
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the easier it will be to reject the 
Lord Jesus. 

While in a revival campaign in 
Valparaiso, Indiana, I stayed in 
the home of some godly people by 
the name of Finney. I believe I 
never have known finer people. 
They gave me the finest bedroom 
in the house, and if I had let them, 
they would have waited on me 
hand and foot. My heart was 
stirred as I realized how deeply 
they loved the Lord Jesus and me 
for Jesus’ sake. Yet, in spite of 
their kindness, I wondered if I had 
not made a mistake to stay in their 
home. The reason was that the 
railroad curved around their home 
on the outskirts of town, and 
trains passed frequently all 
through the night. And every time 
a train choo-chooed by the house, 
the windows would rattle to beat 
sixty, and the entire house would 
shake! I marvel that anyone could 
sleep with such goings on! But I 
noticed the following morning that 
the members of the family seemed 
refreshed and bright and ready for 
the duties of the day. I alone was 
tired and haggard. The following 
night I slept some better but the 
trains still disturbed me. But by 
the third night, I had become so 
accustomed to those trains that I 
couldn’t tell you to save my Ihife if 
one or one hundred passed during 
the night! I am sure the trains 
still whistled, the house still shook, 
the windows still rattled, but I had 
become so accustomed to it I slept 
like a babe. 


Many a man has felt stirred to 
the depths upon an invitation to 
accept Jesus Christ. His reason 
telis him that he should, and his 
heart tells him that he simply 
must. But he hesitates and finally 
postpones the decision, little real- 
izing that every time he hardens 
his heart agaimst the gospel invi- 
tation, he is stepping nearer Hell. 
There are thousands of people who 
smile today during a gospel invita- 
tion who at one time wept as 
friends earnestly plead with them 
to accept Christ. Do not feel there 
will ever be an easier time for-you 
to be saved. Every time you have 
rejected Christ, it has meant the 
loss of another opportunity. It has 
meant your heart has become that 
much harder and your chance of 
ever being saved definitely lessen- 
ed, And do not believe you will 
ever know a better time to be 
saved than right now. You should 
have been saved long ago but have 
neglected this precious opportun- 
ity. Do not neglect it even one 
more day. Do not decide to even 
wait until next Sunday, for every 
day you remain unsaved is an- 
other day you are against Christ 
and on the road to Hell. It is both 
dangerous and wicked to neglect 
salvation. For your sake and for 
the sake of your loved ones and for 
Jesus’ sake, be saved right now. 


Neglected Invitations Lead 
to Hell — 


“It is appointed unto men once 
to die.” Earthly life has an end. 
You will not live in the flesh for- 
ever. Therefore, if you are ever 
going-to be saved, you must be 
saved while you live. And the 
longer you reject Christ, the short- 
er time you have in which to ac- 
cept Him. If you deliberately re- 
ject Christ and put off being saved 
for ten years and then die, there 
is no more time left. Or if you 
deliberately reject Christ for a 
hundred years and die, there is no 
time left. Therefore, you must be 
saved while you live. And since 
you do not know how long you will 
live, if you would make sure of 
salvation, the only right or sensi- 
ble thing to do is to be saved right 
now. That is why the Bible al- 
ways urges that you be saved “to- 
day” and never “sometime.” For 
example, Proverbs 27:1 says, 
“Boast not thyself of to morrow; 
for thou knowest not what a day 
may bring forth.” Do not put off 
salvation until tomorrow and*ex- 
pect to be saved then, for you may 
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not even be alive tomorrow. No- 
tice the same teaching in James 
4:13, 14 which says, “Go to now, 
ye that say, To day or to morrow 
we will go into such a city, and 
continue there a year, and buy and 
sell, and get gain: Whereas ye 
know not what shall be on the 
morrow. For what is your life? It 
is even a vapour, that appeareth 
for-a little time, and then vanish- 
eth away.” 

I fully realize that there are 
many who may believe I am sim- 
ply trying to frighten them into 
being saved. But this is such an 
important matter, it is so serious’ 
that any sensible person should be 
afraid to risk the eternal damna- 
tion of his soul by putting off sal- 
vation. 

In a revival campaign in Fargo, 
North Dakota, I was standing by 
the door one night shaking hands 
with the people as they left. Pres- 
ently an old grey-haired man came 
by, shook hands with me, and 
started out. Acting on anh impulse 
which I believe was of the Lord, I 
quickly turned, touched him on the 
shoulder, and said in his ear, ““Do 
you love the Lord?” He looked at 
me, grinned, and lightly said, “I'm 
not a Christian yet, if that’s what 
you mean.” 

I immediately invited him to ac- 
cept the Saviour, and he again 
smiled and laughingly said, “I'm 
not quite ready yet, but don’t you 
worry about me, boy, I’m going to 
be saved before it’s too late.” With 
that, he went on out into the street. 
But he died unsaved before break- 
fast the next morning. 

In a revival campaign in Wat- 
ford City, North Dakota, last sum- 
mer, I walked to the auditorium 
one night with Mr. Wes Williams. 
We passed the theater where there 
was a line of men and women 
waiting to buy tickets. Mr. Wil- 
liams left my side, walked up to a 
business man who was standing in 
the line and quietly said to him, 
“Why don’t you come on down to 
the revival services with me? I 
am afraid you will ‘go to Hell if 
you don’t get saved right away.” 

The man laughed and turned 
from his friend with a, “Don’t 
worry about me, Wes, I'll be all 
right.” But he died unsaved a few 
days after the close of the cam- 
paign. 

I spoke one night in the Cadle 
Tabernacle in Indianapolis, In- 
diana. Mr. Cadle enthusiastically 
told me of the great plans he had 
for the future. Plans that were 
never carried out, for a short time 
later he died. 

I have a small movie camera 
and have often made moving pic- 
tures of various revival congrega- 
“ions.

tuous life. Amen.” 

Salvation to a Mason is simply 
“the just reward of a pious and 
virtuous life.” That is salvation 
by character or by good works and 
is the exact opposite of salvation 
iby the blood of Christ of unde- 
serving sinners. The Bible teaches 
one kind of salvation, the salva- 
tion which is given sinners by the 
unmerited grace of God, salvation 
paid for by the death of Christ on 
the cross, and received by faith in 
Him. The lodge teaches that 
people may “be received into 
Thine everlasting kingdom” as 
“the just reward of a pious and 
virtuous life.” 

On page 13 of the Masonic Bur- 
ial Service before me (adopted 
1921 by the Grand Lodge of 
Texas), is a paragraph to be used 
by the Worshipful Master at the 
burial service, saying. 

“Let the present example excite 
our most serious thoughts, and 
strengthen our resolutions of 
amendment. As life is-uncertain, 
and all earthly pursuits are vain, 
let us no longer postpone the all-

when death comes, the Worship- 
ful Master is taught to say, “The 
reflections of a virtuous and holy 
life yield the only comfort and 
consolation.” What is the hope of 
a dying Mason? What is his ground 
for believing he will have ever- 
lasting life and happiness in Hea- 
ven? Why, his virtuous and holy 
life is his only comfort and con- 
solation, evidently his only hope 
for salvation! “Thus our expec- 
tations will not be frustrated, not 
we hurried, unprepared, into the 
presence of an all-wise and power- 
ful Judge, to Whom the secrets of 
all hearts are known.” 

The Mason, then, is taught to 
expect that if he will amend his 
life so that he has a virtuous and 
holy life, he need not be afraid to 
face death, but will be prepared 
when he comes to face the Judge 
who knows all the secrets of his 
heart! In other words, Masonry 
teaches that if people will amend 
their lives and live virtuous and 
holy lives, then they will come and 
be judged on the basis of their 
works and thus can be saved! 

Jin the following paragraph Ma-

shall serve to separate us in Eter- 
nity.” 

Study that sentence again. It 
says (1) that Masons will never 
be separated in eternity. That 
eternity is mentioned in the fol- 
lowing paragraph as “blooming in 
everlasting beauty in the garden 
of our Father and our God,”. and 
then later as “Eternal Spring.” All 
Masons, then, accordinz to this 
passage, will be united in Heaven. 
(2) The passage above says that 
that is achieved because Masons 
are “born as we are into one great 
brotherhood.” According to the 
plain meaning of that passage, 
people are saved by being Ma- 
sons, go to Heaven by being Ma- 
sons. | 

Mackey’s Eneyclopedia of Free 
Masonry likewise teaches that'! 
Masons are saved, not through) 
fatth in Christ by His grace, but’! 
by his own good deéds. Under 
“APRON,” that Masonic authority 
says, 

“By the lambskin the Mason is 
reminded of that purity of life and 
rectitude of conduct which is so 
essentially necessary to his gain- 
ing admission into the Celestial 
Lodge above, where the Supreme 
Architect of the Universe forever 
presides.” 


Here are other statements of 
this admitted authority and widely 
used Encyclopedia of Free Ma-

Every Christian 
in the lodges is to blame fer that 
awful sin. They have blinded the 
eyes of the unconverted, they have 


taught in the lodges or have lent 


their presence and their influence 
to the teaching of the lodges, that 
people are saved by just and vir- 
tuous lives, or by obeving the 
maxims and the precepts of the 
lodge. Every preacher who

by grace and by the blood of 
Christ in a church, and then is a 
member of a lodge, is damning 
souls in one place while he tries 
to save them in another.

ther suggested that rather than 
make a new camp, we should go 
home.

Masonry teaches salvation by 
character and works, or in other 
words, it teaches salvation by be- 
ing good Masons! 

In fact, Masons often say that if 
one lives up to his Masonic obli- 
gations, he will be saved. That is 
the plain teaching of Masonry it- 
self. For instance, im the Masonic 
Burial Service, adopted by the 
Grand Lodge of Texas in 1930, 
pages 13 and 14, is the following 
statement in the Master’s oration 
at the grave. 


“This apron we deposit in the 
grave of our brother as a reminder 
of our unity im service, of the com- 
mon destiny that beckons us hence, 
of the Masonic spirit of universal- 
ity that linleed us as brothers, and, 
although barriers of wealth, politi- 
cal power or social prestige may 
have kept us temporarily apart, 
Death, the great leveller, brings us 
at last to one distinction, reduces 
us to a common grade, makes us to 
know that, born as we are into one 
great brotherhood, no circumstance 
of chance or achievement -shall 
serve to separate us in Eternity.” 


The theme is the universality of 
Masonry and the statement here 
made is to be made of all Masons 
who ask for a Masonic burial, 
whether they be Christian or un- 


masonry, ‘have been numerous; 
but they all unit in declaring it to 
be a system of morality by the 
practice of which its members may 
advance their spiritual interest 
and mount by the theological lad- 
der from the lodge on earth to the 
lodge in heaven.’ ” 


Under “Master Mason”: “As a 
Master Mason he is taught the last, 
the most important, and the most 
necessary of truths, that, having 
been faithful to all his trusts, he 
is at last to die and to receive the 
reward of his fidelity.” 

I insist that this is the universal 
teaching of Masonic leaders, and 
of most other lodges. They do not 
believe in Christ as the only Sav- 
iour, and that is the reason lodges 
usually have prayers not in Jesus’ 
name, and why His name is cut 
out of Scriptures quoted in the 
lodges.

“One incident helped to open 
my eyes. I have always preached 
that there is no other name but 


sacrifices but brought the fruit of 
his toil. - The-plan of salvation 
taught by the lodges is like that of 
the Pharisee who went up into 
the temple to pray and said, “God, 
I thank thee, that I am not as other 
men are, extortioners, unjust, 
adulterers, or even as this publi- 
can” (Luke 18:11). But that 
Pharisee, for all his self-righteous- 
ness, was still a poor, condemned, 
ruined sinner. He needed to come 
like the poor publican who stood 
and prayed, “God be merciful to 
me a sinner” (Luke 18:13), and 
went down to his house, Jesus said, 
“justified rather than the other.” 
Poor Cain needed to learn the 
secret of Abel who by faith 
brought his bloody sacrifice, look- 
ing forward to the coming of the 
Saviour whose blood could pay for 
man’s sins. 


Some man who is a member of 
some lodge will read this perhaps 
but who does not know what it 
means to really be born again by 
depending wholly on the shed 
blood of Jesus Christ. It may be 
you have been blinded by the 
trappings and teachings of the 
lodges. It may be you have de- 
pended upon living a good life, 
on subduing your passions, on do- 
ing good to others, and thus you 
have fallen into the trap that 
Satan has set in the lodges for 
souls. I beg you, in Jesus’ name, 
to flee to the Saviour! “Admit that 
you are a sinner, repent of your 
sins and trust Jesus Christ to for- 


give and save you. His blood was 
shed for all of us who were aliens 
and strangers from God by nature 


and must be born again if we ever 
see God in peace. Only those who 
trust Jesus Christ as a personal 
Saviour from sin are saved and 
fit for Heaven. 

Again let me say it, that you 
may never forget it; the salvation 
offered and taught by the lodges 
is-a false salvation on a plan that 
is contrary to the Bible, a plan 
that dishonors God, rejects the 
blood atonement of Jesus Christ, 
a false plan that damns every poor 
soul that trusts in it! 


The Deadly Results of Lodges 
Teaching Salvation by Char- 
acter, Denying Blood of Christ 


. We have shown that the lodges 
almost unanimously teach the 
fatherhood of God and the bro- 
therhood of man; that is, salvation 
by character, salvation by a just 
and holy life, instead of salvation 
by the blood of a crucified Sav- 
ious. Lodge leaders and teachers 
and literature and rules being 
witness, the fraternal orders do 
not believe and do not teach sal- 
vation by faith in the shed blood 
of Christ, the Lamb of God which 
taketh away the sin of the world. 

This false doctrine pervades all 
our churches. For years I won- 
dered why it was that even in 
areas where modernism as such 
made no headway in the church- 
es, where pastors and teachers 
still professed to believe in the 
inspiration of the Bible and the 
deity and atoning blood of Christ 
and in salvation by the biood; I 
wondered why half of the people 
at least in the churches still be- 
lieved that salvation depended on 


human goodness and human 
works. Why was it? It seemed un- 
explainable. But when you re- 
member that every principal lodge 
in America systematically and 
subtly teaches under the most sol- 
emn surroundings that men are 
saved by character alone, that 
there is no need for a new birth 
since all men are brothers and 
God is Father of all, that the Mo- 
hammedan or the Christ-reject- 
ing Jew is as good as a Christian, 
then it is easy to understand 
whence comes this terrible doc- 
trine. “A little leaven leaveneth 
the whole lump” (I Cor. 5:6). 
Church members in the lodges are 
constantly spreading this blood- 
denying, Christ-rejecting, hellish 
doctrine until it pervades the 
thinking of unregenerate men 
everywhere and _ subconsciously 
forms a part of the thinking even 
of many preachers and of hosts of 
truly converted church people. 

In countless individual cases I 
have met it. Sinners unconverted, 
unrepentant, unregenerate, feel 
no need for Christ and the new 
birth. They insist continually that

The above, remember, is writ- 
ten by a Unitarian minister who 
was also a Master Mason.

ingly it calls attention to two plans | 
* of salvation. 


Real Christians be- 
lieving the Bible agree that “We 
are accounted righteous before 
God only for the merit of our Lord 
and Saviour, Jesus Christ, by faith 
and not for our own works or de- 
servings.” That is exactly what I 
believe and what all born-again 
Christians must surely believe. It 
is certainly what the Bible teaches. 

“But the lodge position and the 
position of Unitarians and mod- 
ernists and all who reject salva- 
tion by the blood and yet believe 
in a Supreme Being, is “that the 
All-Seeing Eye ‘Pervades the in- 
most recesses of the human heart. 
and will reward us according to 
our merits.” 


In the same paragraph the au- 
thor continues, quoting Billy Sun- 
day as saying, “The fatherhood of 
God and the brotherhood of man 
are the worst rot ever dug out of 
hell,” and then bemoans the fact 
that lodge men sometimes went to 
hear Billy Sunday and seemed to 
approve his utterances! The ar- 
gument is that those who believe 
in salvation like Billy Sunday 
preached it, by the blood of Christ, 
could not possibly be true to the 
doctrine taught in the lodges, and 
that those who believed in the 
fatherhood of God without a need 
of being born of God, as the lodges 
do, should not approve Billy Sun- 


Ajay’s doctrine of the blood. The 


pamphlet continues, urging upon 
lodge members to take their chil- 
dren out of orthodox Sunday 
schools where they are taught that 
they are saved through the merits 
of Jesus Christ by faith and not of 


him. He said he was dying and 
was in great distress for his soul. 
I tried to have him look to Christ. 
But he reproached me, saying I 
had led him astray. I had told 
him in the lodge, as Master, that 
a moral life was enough. He said, 
‘You told me then that it was all 
right if I was an upright man, and 
| obeyed the precepts of the lodge, 
| but I am leaning on a broken reed: 
‘and now I am dying without God. 
I lay this to your charge, Wor- 
shipful Master. I leaned on you 
and now I am dying.’ 


“T groaned in agony and fell on 
my knees and cried to God to 
spare the man’s life. My heart 
was almost broken. God heard, 
and spared the man, but he has 
since died a Christian. He was 
converted, and told me I must get 
out of the lodge; that I could not 
be consistent as a Christian and a 
Mason. But I did not see it. Min- 
isters and other good men are in 
the lodge. They help to make it 
a delusion and a snare. The times 
of such ignorance God winked at, 
but now every man is commanded 
to repent of lodge folly.”

And 
I charge that the lodges them- 
selves are the most potent influ- 
ence to teach people to depend 
upon their own righteousness and 
character instead of the blood of 
Christ. Every evangelist, every 
soul-winning pastor, every per- 
sonal worker has met continually 
with individuals who are blinded 
to God’s plan of salvation because 
they accepted the lodges’ false 
and Satanic plan of salvation 
which leaves out the blood of 
Christ. 


This doctrine largely neutral- 
izes the preaching of the gospel 
everywhere. How can the public 
take seriously gospel preaching, 
evangelistic preaching, preaching 
that demands repentance and re- 
generation, on the part of any 
preacher who wears the Masonic 
emblem or who is the chaplain or 
a member of an Odd Fellows 
lodge? The preacher himself does 
not intend it, but the influence of 
the lodges which he helps to pro- 
mote, works continually to blind 
people to the gospel he preaches. 
The only preacher who could be 
perfectly at home with the lodges 
and be consistent as a preacher 
and a lodge member is the Uni- 
tarian or modernist who does not 
accept the Bible as God’s own di- 
vine revelation and Christ as the 
Lamb of God nor His blood as the 
only hope of sinners. 


The blight of death as far as 
soul-winning fire is concerned, 
comes on the churches where 
leading members are devoted to 
the lodges. One reason that led 
me to preach on this subject and 
to write this series of articles, 
was that my heart was broken be- 
cause I could not lead some of the 
best people in my church to win 
souls. The men who were best in- 
formed, most influential, the men 
with best business judgment, the 
men most looked up to in the 
church, moral, kindly, intelligent, 
sincere men, I found, never do win 
souls. The burden of it broke my 
heart. I have pondered on it for 
months and months. One Sunday 
night, preaching on the death of 
Christ on, the cross, I mentioned 
the Pharisees who sat about the 
cross watching Jesus die, like 
grinning jackals, waiting the 
death of the prey. I said that these 
self-righteous Pharisees, unregen- 
erate, Christ-rejecting, were like 
church members and lodge’ mem- 
bers who are moral and upright 
but do not accept Christ as Sav- 
iour. Some lodge’ men, friendly 
toward the church,-were offended. 
Discussion arose about it and I 
found that nearly all these prin- 
cipal men whose lack of interest 
in revivals, whose inability or un- 
concern about soul-winning and 
whose lukewarmness had broken 
my heart, were lodge members. 
And .everywhere else I have found 
it so—lodge membership and im- 
bibing lodge teaching spells the 
death-knell to soul-winning. It 
kills the concern of a Christian for 
dying souls. This awful, Christ- 
rejecting doctrine that men are 
saved if they live up to their obli- 
gations,. that men are saved by 
pious and good lives, I say that is 
the deadly enemy of evangelism 
and soul-winningz. 

This doctrine is the deadly en- 
emy also of foreign missions. 
Missionaries who have nursed at 
the breast of fraternal orders have 
been taught that the Koran is as 
good as the Bible, just so it sym- 


bolizes the will of God; that any |* 


god is as good as the Christian 
God, just so he is believed to be 
a supreme being; have been 
taught that a Mohammedan is 
just as sure of Heaven as a Chris- 
tian if he keeps his lodge obliga- 
tions and lives a moral life; they 
have been taught that the Christ- 
rejecting Jew is just as safe, if he 
has a good character, as a Chris- 
tian. _How is such a missionary 
going to appeal to heathen people 
to reject their religions and turn 
to Christ alone? Rather, - such 
“missionaries” found _ schools, 
teach English, teach social prog- 
ress, and try to combine the so- 
called “good features” of Chris- 
tianity. with the “good features” 
of Buddhism or Hinduism, or Mo-

hammedanism! But I solemnly de- 
clare unto you that Christ will ac- 
cept no equals, and the Bible will 
never admit being placed on the 
same basis as the Koran and the 
writings of Buddha. It is not Bible 
Christianity which does not de- 
mand absolute surrender to Christ 
as Lord of all. The missionary aim 
and the missionary heart is gone 
when lodges get over their doc- 
trine that people are saved by 
moral living, by curbing their 
passions, by keeping their obliga- 
tions. There is no salvation in any 
doctrine except faith in the shed 
blood of Christ. And the lodges 
take away that gospel, leaving 
preachers and missionaries with 
no saving message. 


What Lodges Did to My 
Father 


Let me open my heart and 
speak as reverently as I know how 
about my dear father who has 
been in Heaven now since 1930. 
My father, as I remembered him 
in my early childhood, was a de- 
vout and most useful minister of 
the gospel, a pastor of small Bap- 
tist churches. Our home was a 
home for preachers. It was the 
home of orthodoxy. None of us 
ever conceived the idea that one 
could be a Christian without be- 
lieving the Bible, and we knew 
nothing of any plan of salvation 
but by trusting in the shed blood 
of Jesus Christ. My father’s 
preaching was much in demand. 
He was blessed in revivals. With 
only an ordinary education, he 
had an unusual fervency and a 
practical, intelligent grasp of the 
essentials of the Christian faith. 
When I was born, my father and 
mother dedicated me to God and 
prayed that I might be a preacher. 
When I was five, my mother died, 
and on her deathbed had us sing— 


“How firm a foundation, 
Ye saints of the Lord, 
Is laid for your faith 
In His excellent Word!” 


And then she*made us promise 
to meet her in Heaven. Our home 
was a godly home. All of us went 
to services every time the church 
doors were epen. Revivals were 
dear to the heart of my father. 
He was a fervent advocate of for- 
eign missions and a most liberal 
giver. 

But before I was grown, my 
father joined the Odd Fellows 
lodge. Later he joined the Mason- 
ic lodge. His interest in the lodge 
work grew continually. Though 
in middle life, he was called a 
“bright” Mason, and the memory 
work he was able to do was count- 
ed very unusual for a man of his 
age, He became_in demand as a 
lodge lecturer. Night after night 
he would drive far across the 


country to take part in lodge 
meetings ‘at various places. He was 
offered a full-time position as a 
Masonic lecturer. His contacts 
were many and, I think, his influ- 
ence was great. 


But as his interest in the lodges 
grew, something happened to his 
spiritual life. I remember when a 
Baptist church called for him to 
fill the pulpit and he refused, ex- 
cusing himself on the plea, “I am 
rusty.” His mind had not been on 
the Bible and on preaching the 
gospel! 

His mind was taken up more 
with business affairs. He ceased 
preaching altogether. Finally, less 
and less did he attend the Baptist 
church where his membership 
was. At last he went for two full 
years without once entering the 
doors of the good church where 
his membership was, except for 
funerals. 


And his doctrine changed like- 
wise. I remember how startied I, 
a young preacher, was when he 
told me he thought Socrates, the 
ancient Greek philosopher, was 
just as truly saved as Christians 
are, though he knew nothing of 
Christ. He said that he believed 
sincere heathen people who had 
a religion and earnestly tried to 
live up to their light were saved 
and did not need to be born again. 
My father first left the ministry. 
Then he ignored the local church. 
He said the seats were too hard: 
yet he would stay until . one 
o'clock in the morning at a lodge 
meeting! Then his interest in mis- 
sions and evangelism waned. I 
grieved about it but did not know 
it was the natural fruitage. of.the 
seed planted by the lodges. He 
was an apt pupil. He absorbed the 
lodge teaching. It led him away 
from the Bible, away from the 
ministry and soul-winning, away 
from the church. 

When I went into the lodge to 
be initiated into the Entered Ap- 
prentice degree, I was. horribly 
shocked to see my father the boon 
companion of a practical infidel, 
a blasphemer, a denier of the vir- 
gin birth and the atoning blood. 
I never went back to the lodge. 


_ The years came and went. . In 
the providence of God, in 1929 I 
went to Decatur, Texas, for a tent 
revival. My father, with a dad’s 
love and pride in his son, helped 
‘me make arrangements for set- 
ting the big tent. With his car 


helped lift in’ place the big cen- 
ter poles of the tent. And when 
the opening night came, my father 
sat in a cane-bottom chair, lean- 
ing back against a tent pole. His 
face was all aglow, and his eyes 
were misty, not, at first, with the 
gospel but rather in his pride over

The gospel in that.independent 
revival was the power of God, the 
dynamite of God! As I preached 
and wept and prayed over such 
themes as sin, death, Hell, judg- 
ment, the return of Christ, and 
being born again, hundreds of 
Sinners were saved. There was 
a mighty moving of the Spirit, 
and the town was shaken. For a 
few nights my father sat and took 
it all in. But he was really a saved 
man. In his heart he did love God. 
The Spirit of God dwelt within 
him. Before long the tears were 
rolling down his cheeks. I will 
never forget the night.when he 
left his chair at- the invitation 
time and went back to the back 
of the big tent and put his arms 
around an-old cursing, sinning 
neighbor and won him to Christ. 
After that it was an every night’s 
occurrence. Out of some three or 
four hundred professions of faith, 
I suppose he must have won 
twenty. The joy of salvation came 
back, his concern about sinners 
came back. Oh, I have thanked 
God a thousand times that it was 
my privilege to go back and 
preach to my dad and to have fel- 
lowship with him inthe gospel, to 
see his faith renewed and his in- 
terest in saving souls revived. 

In 1930 I was in a revival in 
Duke, Oklahoma. My father had 
had a stroke two years before, but 
had rallied. He felt so proud that 


he could get in his car and drive 
in to Oklahoma to be in this re- 
vival. He was there two days and 
won four men, heads of families, 
to Christ. He was greatly beloved 
by lodge men; so a committee 
came to see him to prevail upon 
him to leave the revival and go 
out to the lodge and speak. But 
that afternoon my father was 
stricken at 4:30 and died at 6:30. 
I know he is with the Lord, and I 
know that he rejoices with joy 
unspeakable that his son is trying 
humbly and earnestly and some- 
times at heavy cost of friends to 
preach the gospel, the old gospel, 
the gospel he preached in his 
youth and believed again and car- 
ried again to others when he re- 
turned to the Lord in his old age. 


My father never left the lodge. 
At his funeral this infidel crony 
had a large part in the ceremony 
which taught that my father, by 
a pious and holy life, was assured 
of the right to enter into Eternal 
Spring, in the presence of the 
Great Architect of the Universe, 
where all Masons would be as- 
sembled together. But that ma- 
sonic funeral slandered my fa- 
ther’s belief, and denied his testi- 
mony. He knew he was saved by 
the blood of Christ alone, without 
any merit of his own. I know I 
speak what he would have me say 
and what God would have me say 
when I warn Christians that the 
lodges put a blight upon soul-

For the prophecy 
came not in old time by the will 
of man: but holy men of God 
spake ys they were moved by the 
Holy Ghost.” Here he not ‘only 
corroborates the claim of the 
apostle Paul but gives us insight 
into how the Scripture was pro- 
duced—‘“holy men of God spake 
as they were moved by the Holy 
Ghost.” Like a chip or piece of 
driftwood is borne along on the 
bosom of a river current, the men 
who wrote the Bible were moved 
ex borne along by the power of 
the Holy Spirit to write things 
that they themselves did not even 
understand! 
For example, 
ter nine,

in Genesis, chap- 
verse 4, in discussing 
rifice of animals, God for- 
bade Noah the drinking of the 
blood, saying, that ‘the life is in 
the blood.’ We know today that 
ome of the first things they do 
when you are taken to a hospital 
is to take a blood test and ex- 
amine your blood under a micro- 
scope to see if it is good, healthy, 
uncontaminated blood, for a 
healthy blood stream means a 
healthy body. An unhealthy blood 
stream means an unhealthy body. 


It is a verification of the state- 
ment, “the life is in the blood.” 
How did Moses, writing centuries 
before modern development of 
medical science know that the life 
was in the blood? He didn’t know 


it. And if left to himself, would 
not have written it. But God who 
created man and animal 
made the life stream and the blood 
stream did know it and the Holy 
Spirit moved Moses to write it. 

Take another example. In Job 
26:7 we have the declaration that 
the Lord hangs the earth on noth- 
ing. That was written at a time 
when everybody believed that the 
earth was sustained by a founda- 
tion like any other structure. But 
here is a plain declaration that it 
swings in space, “hangeth upon 
nothing.” And now when men 
have circumnavigated the globe, 
we know that it does hang by the 
law of gravitation, out in space, 
on nothing. How did Job know 
that the earth hung on nothing? 
Job didn’t know it, didn’t know 
any more about it than the rest 
of the folks in his day. But God 
who created the earth and hung 
it out in space knew it and the 
Holy Spirit moved Job to write a 
truth, the scientific accuracy of 
which, later centuries have dem- 
onstrated. 

Take another example. _In I 
Corinthians 15:41 we are told in 
the discussion of the resurrection 
one star differs from another star 
ha glory. Is that a scientific fact? 

Are no two stars alike?

alike. How did the apostle Paul, 
writing before the days wf huge 
telescopes and unaided by scien- 
tific progress, know that no two 
stars were alike?

But Almighty God who creat- 
ed the “universe of universes” 
swung the planets in their orbits, 
and hung the stars in their spaces 
did know it.

The Permanency of Scripture 


In Matthew 24:34 Jesus declar- 
ed, “Heaven and earth shall pass 
away, but my words shall not pass 
away.” That is a strange state- 
ment. He made that statement 
standing on the side of the moun- 
tain, thromged by a multitude. 
There was no shorthand stenogra- 
pher present. They had no type- 
writers. It wasn’t taken down, 
printed or recorded. Yet He de- 
clared, “Heaven and earth shall 
pass away, but my words shall not 
pass away.” 

After Jesus had been crucified 
and had ascended back to the 
Father and the Holy Spirit had 
come on the day of Pentecost, 
then the Holy Spirit fulfilled the 
promise made by Jesus to the 
twelve in the upper room when 
He said, “But the Comforter, 
which is in the Holy Ghost, whom 
the Father will send in my name, 
He shall teach you all things, and 
bring all things to your remem- 
brance, whatsoever I have said 
unto you.” 

The writers of.the New Testa- 
ment, unaided, would not have 
recalled all of the words of Jesus, 
but the Holy Spirit moved them 
to record His sayings, just as He 
moved Paul, Job and Moses to 
write the statements that I have 
referred to above. 

The Scriptures are here to stay. 
All that Homer ever wrote is 
printed in some twenty modern 
languages. All that Shakespeare 
wrote has 
some forty different languages. 
All that Tolstoy. wrote will be 
found expressed in some sixty 
different languages. Bunyan’s 
Pilgrim’s Progress has been print- 
ed in some one hundred twenty 
or one hundred twenty-five lan- 
fSuages and dialects. But the Bible 


today is printed in nearly nine 
hundred different languages and 
dialects and scattered over the 


face of the earth.

The Power of the Scripture

And in the 
Scripture just quoted from the 
pen of the apostle Peter, he de- 
clares that we are born again, not 
of corruptible seed, but of incor- 
ruptible, Wy the word of God.

of the gospel of Christ:- for it is 
the power of God unto salvation 
to every one that believeth.” And 
in Romans 10: 13-15, 17 he de- 
clared, “Whosoever shall call up- 
on the name of the Lord shall be 
saved. How then shall they call 
on Him in whom they have not 
believed? and how shall they be- 
lieve in Him of whom they have 
not heard? and how shall they

they be sent? as it is written, 
How beautiful are the feet of them 
that preach the gospel of peace, 
and bring glad tidings of good 
things. . . . So then faith cometh 
by hearing, and hearing by the 
word of God.” 


James declared, “Of his own 
will begat Him us with the word 
of truth ...”
